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COURSES  OPEN  TO  NEW  STUDENTS  IN  FEBRUARY 

The  courses  described  in  this  bulletin  are  open  to  new 
students  entering  in  February.  Other  courses,  open  next 
fall  to  students  entering  now,  are  described  in  the  com- 
plete bulletin  of  the  school. 

Location 

The  school  occupies  the  eighth  and  ninth  floors  of  the 
University  Building,  Washington  Square,  New  York. 
The  entrance  to  the  elevators  is  at  32  Waverly  Place. 
The  building  is  easily  reached  from  any  section  of  the 
metropolitan  district  by  Lexington  Avenue  subway  (Astor 
Place  station),  Seventh  Avenue  subway  (Christopher 
Street  station)  Sixth  or  Third  avenue  elevated  (Eighth 
Street  station),  Hudson  river  tunnel  (Ninth  Street),  or 
surface  lines,  all  of  which  are  within  a  few  minutes'  walk. 

The  University  cares  for  the  registration  in  the  Wall 
Street  district  in  its  building  at  90  Trinity  Place.  The 
Wall  Street  Division  was  established  in  1 914  to  provide 
educational  facilities  in  the  financial  district  of  lower 
New  York. 

The  University  Year 

The  university  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  each 
comprising  nineteen  weeks  of  school  work;  the  second 
term  of  the  school  year  1 921- 1922  will  begin  Monday, 
January  30,  1922.  New  registrations  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted after  February  10.  The  last  two  weeks  of  each 
term  are  devoted  to  examinations,  thus  leaving  seventeen 
weeks  in  each  term  for  classroom  instruction. 

Entrance  Requirements 

Students  who  enter  New  York  University  School  of 
Commerce,  Accounts,  and  Finance  are  divided  into  two 
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classes — regular  and  special.  Regular  students  are  those 
who  hold  the  seventy-two  count  qualifying  certificate 
or  the  seventy-two  count  academic  certificate  issued  by 
the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
or  who  have  had  a  recognized  four  year  high  school 
course  or  the  equivalent.  The  only  other  students  who 
are  qualified  to  enter  are  special  students,  who  must  be 
at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  who  must  have  had 
some  business  experience. 

Entrance  Examinations 

The  only  entrance  examinations  set  by  the  School 
of  Commerce,  Accounts,  and  Finance,  other  than  the 
personnel  and  psychological  tests,  are  those  in  English 
and  bookkeeping.  The  English  examination  is  required 
of  all  students  who  register  for  more  than  four  courses 
or  for  any  English  course.  Students  who  fail  in  this 
examination  will  be  rejected,  or  will  be  required  to  take 
such  work  in  English  as  the  department  of  English  may 
direct. 

The  bookkeeping  entrance  examination  must  be  taken 
by  all  students  who  desire  to  begin  immediately  with  the 
course  in  principles  of  accounting.  Students  who  fail 
in  this  examination  will  be  required  to  take  the  course 
in  bookkeeping. 

The  entrance  examinations  in  bookkeeping  and  Eng- 
lish will  be  held  on  January  21,  at  six  and  eight  p.m. 
respectively. 

The  prospective  student  applying  for  entrance  as  a 
day  division  student  must  pass  such  personnel  and  psy- 
chological tests  as  may  be  required.  Application  for 
permission  to  take  these  tests  should  be  made  at  the  time 
the  applicant  presents  the  credentials  required  for  ful- 
filling the  scholastic  requirements  for  entrance. 
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These  tests  for  applicants  for  the  spring  term  will  be 
held  on  January  3,  January  17,  January  31,  and  on  other 
dates  to  be  selected  by  the  committee  on  admissions. 

Degrees 

Bachelor  of  Commercial  Science 

The  University  will  confer  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
commercial  science  on  regular  students  who  meet  either 
of  the  following  requirements : 

1.  If  they  obtain  satisfactory  credit  for  72  points  (with 
an  average  grade  of  not  less  than  75  per  cent)  being  18 
points  a  year  for  four  university  years  of  thirty  weeks 
each,  and  in  addition  satisfy  the  faculty  that  they  have 
had  at  least  three  years'  successful  experience  in  business 
while  in  the  school. 

2.  If  they  obtain  satisfactory  credit  for  96  points  (with 
an  average  grade  of  not  less  than  75  per  cent)  being  32 
points  a  year  for  three  university  years  of  thirty  weeks 
each. 

Certificate  of  Proficiency 

The  certificate  of  proficiency  is  granted  to  special 
students  who  fulfill  all  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of 
bachelor  of  commercial  science  except  the  entrance  re- 
quirements. 

Master  of  Commercial  Science 

The  requirements  for  this  degree  are  published  in  the 
complete  bulletin.  By  action  of  the  faculty  the  degree 
of  master  of  commercial  science  will  be  awarded  in  the 
future  with  distinction,  to  those  students  whose  work  is 
especially  meritorious.  The  thesis  will  be  graded  as 
well  as  the  work  done  in  the  courses. 
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Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration 

In  1920  the  University  established  the  Graduate  School 
of  Business  Administration  for  those  qualified  to  pursue 
graduate  work  in  commerce.  The  school  is  open  to 
graduates  of  recognized  colleges  and  universities  and  the 
course  of  study  leads  to  the  degree  of  master  of  business 
administration.  Detailed  information  and  special  bulle- 
tin may  be  obtained  from  Dean  Archibald  Wellington 
Taylor,  90  Trinity  Place,  New  York. 

Fees* 

A  university  fee  of  #5  per  term  (£10  per  year)  is  charged 
all  students  who  register  for  eight  points  or  more  per 
term  or  sixteen  points  or  more  per  year.  When  such 
students  register  for  less  than  eight  points  per  term  or 
less  than  sixteen  points  per  year,  a  university  fee  of  $5 
is  charged  each  student  per  year.  This  fee  must  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  registration  and  is  not  returnable. 

The  tuition  fee  for  each  2  point  course  is  $15  and  for 
each  4  point  course  $30,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
courses  taken.  Thus  two  4  point  courses  would  cost 
$60;  three  2  point  courses,  #45,  etc.  All  tuition  fees  are 
payable  in  advance;  but  fees  of  $45  or  over,  may  be  paid 
in  two  installments,  the  first  one  when  the  registration 
cards  are  made  out  and  the  second  on  the  first  of  April. 
Students  are  expected  to  meet  the  payments  promptly 
and  without  notice  from  the  University. 

All  students  who  register  for  twelve  hours  or  more 
will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $1.25.  This  fee  is  applied 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  student  organization  in  the 
day  division  and  is  payable  upon  registration. 

The  fee  for  the  final  examination  for  the  degree  of 
bachelor  of  commercial  science  or  master  of  commercial

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science  is  $20.  There  is  no  additional  charge  for  grad- 
uation expenses  and  diploma. 

The  fee  for  the  final  examination  for  a  certificate  of 
proficiency  is  $10. 

The  fee  for  the  final  examination  for  the  degree  or  for 
the  certificate  is  due  on  the  first  of  May  of  the  year  in 
which  the  student  expects  to  graduate. 

Required    Courses 

Evening  students — those  who  receive  credit  for  busi- 
ness experience — who  are  taking  the  four  year  course 
for  the  degree  or  for  the  certificate  of  proficiency  are  re- 
quired to  take  the  following  courses,  which  should  be 
scheduled  as  early  in  the  course  as  possible: 

Law  1-2  (Law  of  Contracts  and  Agency) 

Accounting  1-2  (Principles  of  Accounting) 

Economics  1-2  (Economics  and  Economic  Problems) 

Finance  1-2  (Business  Finance) 

English  1 1- 1 2  (Business  English) 

Finance  3  (Money  and  Credit) 

Day  students — those  who  devote  all  their  time  to  study 
— will  be  required  to  take  the  following  courses  in  addi- 
tion to  those  required  for  evening  students: 

Management  1-2  (Principles  of  Business  Administra- 
tion). 

Advertising  and  Marketing  3-4  (Markets  and  Market- 
ing Methods). 

With  these  provisos,  each  student  constructs  his  own 
study  program  by  choosing  the  courses  that  best  meet 
his  individual  needs.  The  student's  choice  in  each  in- 
stance, however,  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  his  faculty 
adviser  who  is  assigned  to  him  at  the  end  of  his  freshman 
year. 
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Students  taking  a  full  course  in  advertising,  journalism, 
or  politics  may  not  be  required  to  take  all  the  above- 
named  courses,  but  will  take  equivalent  courses  prescribed 
by  the  faculty  upon  recommendation  of  the  head  of  the 
department  concerned. 

&  Students  who  are  employed  during  the  day  will  not 
be  permitted  to  take  more  than  five  courses  except  by 
special  permission  of  the  committee  on  studies. 

Seating  Assignments 

Seats  are  assigned  in  each  course  in  the  order  of  regis- 
tration. Those  who  register  early  will  therefore  have  a 
choice  of  seats.  In  the  large  first  year  classes  registra- 
tion will  be  closed  as  soon  as  all  the  seats  have  been  taken. 

Bureau   of    Employment 

The  Bureau  of  Employment  helps  students  and  grad- 
uates to  find  employment  or  to  better  their  positions. 
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SCHEDULE  OF  COURSES 

Below  is  a  list  of  subjects  open  to  new  students  who  wish  to  en- 
roll for  work  during  the  second  term.  Those  preceded  by  an 
asterisk  began  in  September,  but  are  open  to  new  students.  A  dagger 
indicates  that  the  students  must  have  the  instructor's  approval  be- 
fore entering  the  course. 

ACCOUNTING 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  accounting  courses  after 
the  second  session  of  the  class. 

Bookkeeping.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  students 
for  admission  to  Accounting  1-2.  The  work  is  therefore  confined 
strictly  to  bookkeeping. 

No  university  credit  will  be  allowed  for  this  course  to  students 
who  take  more  than  eight  points  in  accounting.

This  course  offers  a  practical 
study  of  all  the  problems  of  retail  merchants,  specialty  shops,  and 
small  department  stores  relating  to  credit  granting  and  collecting 
of  accounts.  The  granting  of  credit  to  consumers  by  the  retailer 
has  developed  a  distinctive  practice  apart  from  the  problem  of  the 
wholesaler,  the  jobber  or  the  manufacturer.  This  course  makes  a 
practical  study  of  retail  credit  as  a  merchandising  factor;  determina- 
tion of  credit  policies,  the  retailers  credit  office  procedure;  his  handling 
of  application  for  credit;  the  cooperative  methods  now  employed 
in  credit  investigations;  the  organizing  of  the  collections  for  slow 
and  delinquent  accounts.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  study 
of  installment  credit  and  collection  systems  and  to  the  handling  of 
stubborn  delinquent  debtors  through  forceful  collections.
